She first met Quinn a short time pre- 
vious at her house in Brandon. She rode 
to Quinn's ranch, called him out of 
doors and demanded that he should 
marry her. He refused, and ordered 
her away, whereupon she fired, and the 
bullet hit Quinn in the neck. The 
wound is not serious. The woman 
then hastened back to Brandon, whore 
she was arrested. She is said to be the 
duughttii' of a 'iveaithy man m Chicago. 

Toronto, jSIay 9.-"At Windsor, on 
Friday, while one of the employes ~.of 
the Windsor hotel was at work in the 
cellar of the house he found the dead 
body of a .child. Suspicion pointed to 
one of the girls employed in the house 
named Elizabeth Burr, When taken to 
tho lock-up tlie girl confessed that she 
had strangled the child and then kept 
tho dead body under the mattress on 
her bed for three or four days, after 
which she placed it"in the cellar to 
await an opportunity of taking it down 
to the.. river. When found the body 
had a string drawn tightly around its 



neck which showed plainly how it came 
to its death; Thu corqner's jury brought 
in a verdict to the effect that the child 
bad come to its dep.th by strangulation 
at tho hands of its mother. She was 
taken to Sandwich jail to await her 
trial.

A 
second time he pulled the trigger the ro- 
volver this time ({oing off, and tlie ball 
taking uffect in her left arm. Fortun- 
ately Mrs. Reid had seized his arms and 
thrown thoiu upward, thus saving herself 
from a wound in the body. Once more 
he fired, the ball this time taking effect 
in lier ahoulder, near the collar-boiio, and 
paasing backward, Reid then turiiod the 
revolver towards liia head, and fired at 
himaolf, this time also with effect, as ha 
immediately fell to the floor and bocamo 
unconscious, in which condition lie re- 
mained till he died. Mrs. Itoid's wounds 
were serious, but it is thought sho will 
survive. '

exouuding four niiloa from the limits thora- 
of, a amelting works with a capacity of 
not leas than thirty tona of ore every '24 
hours, will take place to-day between tho 
houra of 10 in tho morninK and 4 in the 
afternooa. At the late aotaion'of the legis* 
Jature an act was passod authorizing the 
government to bonus, with a sum not ex- 
ceodiiij; §7,000, Any piirty who niinht erect 
■works for tha reduction of ores within tlit' 
ycow'jtce ; aaid works to bo of a capacity 
of thirty tona per day ; Uie bonus not to 
"ba payable until 1,000 tons of ore ahall 
■ hare heea reduced. The words "trithin 
the province" have a broad significance. 
They do not contemplate tho oatabliah- 
nient of the works at any particular spjt. 
Hence, Vancouver, New Westminster, 
Xiillooet, Kootenay or Cariboo nflght hold 
out inducements to socuro the erection of 
tho plant there. In view of a large proa- 
pective local expenditure of money in the 
eraction of the works and the 
prosecution of tho biiainoas, it was 
felt by the city council that an oflbrt 
should bo made to induce the projector 
(Mr. Ooo. Henderson of San Francisco) 
to asaent to tha establishment of the 
works in or near Victoria. Thia he has 
consented to do in oonaideration of the 
payment to him of §3,500 from tho civic 
revenue, binding himself and associates 
to have tho works in full running order 
within aix months from tho passing of tlio 
bylaw, and to reduce 1,000 tona of ore 
before claiming the bonus. Another stipu- 
lation contained ir) the bylaw ia that no 
Chinese ahall be employed on or about the 
works. The fact that from sixty to eighty 
nion willfind constant employment through 
^10 erection of the works, conatitutos a 
not insiguiScant reason for its adoption 
by the ratepayers;. but when there ia added 
the far higher consideration that they 
will stimulate the opening of numerous 
mines on isliuid luid mninhuid, which 
are at present unv.'orkablo for want of just 
Buch an establishment as Mr. Henderson 
proposes to erect, the people will under- 
stand that the beaeBta to accrue' from 
the sucoessfnl eatabliahtiient of.the works 
are incalculable. We believe that the by- 
law will be accepted by the ratepayers; 
but tho expression of that belief should 
not induce any one to remain away from 
tho polls. Indifference a year ago caused 
the defeat of the high-level reservoir and 
brought about the existing duat plague. 
It would be a serious matter fortho future 
of the city and vicinity if the'fiiilure of 
the friend? of the meaHure to put in an 
uppearanoo to'day should encompass thode- 
feat of tho bonus bylaw and the loss of 
the reduction works to the island. 

THE SPBOULE CASE. 

It ia to be supposed that, before many 
days are over, the result of the hearing of 
argument by counsel as to the grounds 
for reopening the Sproule case will be 
made known. It would be presumptuous 
to offer a more decided opinion as to the 
outcome of the rule obtained by Mr. 
Theo. Davie, the counsel for the con- 
demned, than to say that as the point 
raised (the right to demand that the jury 
be polled) is a new one, its issue is of 
course doubtful. But whether it fails or 
Buoceoda, a precedent in law will be 
granted that will certainly simplify future 
similar contentions. Circumatancoa 
since the conviction have so 
shaped themselves as to leave the 
public mind aomewh«t involved 
as to the exiatance of a certain alleged 
undercurrent of animosity on tho part of 
certain persona against Spruulo — whether 
the feeling, if it exists or did exist, was 
brought to boar upon any of the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution; and if so, 
whether also that feeling found expression 
ia the testimony given by the Wolfes. 
The elder Wolfe — Adam — has evidently 
perjured himaelf, eitlior at or since the 
trial, and wo think that it would be no 
strain of justice, but rather a suatain- 
ment of it, to grant, in the event of a 
failure of the motion, a commutation of 
nentonce, and arrive at the inwardness of 
the contra- attitudes of the witness 
Wolfe. There is also a very common 
sentiment that whore ao many reprieves 
have boon granted it approaches some- 
what to the borders of ultra-sternneas 
to cai^ry out at last the extreme 
sentence, on the ground that the vary- 
ing predominance of hope, uncertainty, 
and fear conslituto a prolonged mental 
anguish that counterbalances the differ- 
ence in the degrees of punishment be- 
tween the death penalty and life impris- 
onment. Whether this would be a safe 
principle' to recognize we do not now stop 
toenquire; but such considerations, while 
not perhaps openly admitted, have cer- 
tainlysbeen allowod by executive justice 
to turn the balance in favor of the lighter 
sentence. r<oferring to this case alone 
wo think thai mercy could bo extended 
BO far without justifying the imputations 
of weakness, or unwarranted olemenoy. 
Granting that the case against the' con- 
demned looked, and atill looks black, 
there have been known to bo other in- 
stances where more damning circum- 
Btantial evidence has by the light of time 
proved to have hecn diaaatroualy 
mialoadine. There is a difference 
between believing a man to 
be guilty of anything and knowing him to 
be so; and the affidavit of Adam Wolfo 
permits the introduction into this case of 
an element of doubt, created not so much 
by^theicjemo.yal ,of..>yplfe'8, evidence, but, 
if the latter is to be believed, by the ex- 
istence of outside animosity whose as yet 
undetermined porsonality has been p.-i- 
vately exerted at-ainst the life of Sproule. 
That Wolfe is not to be believed ia evi- 
dent. The doubt now is, on which occa- 
sion was ho tolling tho truth? and haa 
ho told it in either case i TheSe'.tiy,6,ypro- 
positions should, we think, aa Bi'tiiatt'er'of 
common justice -to the oqndemned.-be 
settled before his fate is detorinined be- 
yond recall. 

- AN ACCIDENTAL OMISaWN. OF 

COVMSE. 

Our •-■ortliy morning contoinporary 
■ published a portion of an election ad- 
dress ioBUod by Mr. 0. C. McKenzie to 
tho electors of Nanaimo, and endorses it 
fully. Unfortunately, in making_the ex- 
tracts our esteemed neighbor overlooked 
(accideotally, of course) one of the most 
forcible clausoa in tho address. We ven- 
ture to supply the omission, and while 
<Joing so cannot -help observing that the 
mntiments the writer expresses with re- 



gard to educational facilities, "cost wliat 
they may," are in accord with the policy 
of this government, which ia expending 
each year largely increased .luroa for the 
estonaion of the free school aystcm. The 
italicized portion of the undorgiven para- 
graph ia what wo particularly desire to 
call our contemporary's attention to: 

"I ahall advocate tho erection and es- 
tablishment of schools wherever neces- 
sary, coat what they may, maintaining as 
I do that your children and yourselves are 
at least aa much entitled to proper accom- 
modation in these particulars, as that 
thousandu of dollava of tho public money 
should be uselessly squandered in fitting 
up luxurious reaiilencoa for dignitaries of 
state or mis.ipeitt in uselet.i iiiisiions 
ijutlen up to a(}unl niinisler.i of Hie crown 
opj}ort unities forjwaiiKj as tjmtidett in tlm 
inpifuls' of the Doininioti and Great 
Britain."

MaDRIT), May IV.— ijiiuon Christina to- 
day gave birth to a son. In response to 
summons, there had asaorabled at the 
palace to await the accouchement — all the 
cabinet ministers, foroif^n diplomatic rep- 
resentatives, principal civic and military 
magnatoa. a deputation of the members of 
the cortoa, and other distinguished per- 
sons. Thu child svaa born at mid-day, and 
both mother and son are doing well. In 
the Cortes Senor Sagasta expreaaeu the 
satisfaction of the nation at the birth of 
tho kiug, and called upon Spaniards to 
defend their young monarch, 'J'he 
babe will bo chrislonod during 
tha present week and will probably be 
namad Fernando Ilfonso, A Papal Nun- 
cio at Madrid will represent the pope at 
tho baptismal ceremony, 

ENOL.AND. 

LoN'UON, May 17. — -Throu thoiiaand men 
belonging to tho London A'^olunteers, and 
100 o&cers of tho same corps have ottered 
to join any army put. in the field by Ul- 
ater in the rebellion against Irish home 
rule. The volunteers, it is stoted, offered 
to eijuip theinaelvos and light 
in the Ulster cause without pay 
or reward, so long as thoir services 
may bo needed. Tho LSritiah Orangemen 
are called upon to hold a mass meeting in 
London to-night, under the auopicea of 
the Primroae club, for the object of pro- 
posing a league for tho protoctiou of tho 
"unity of the empire. " Thy mooting to 
be devoted to effecting a^proiimiiiary or- 
ganization, adopting a title, and agreeing 
upon the objects to which the organiza- 
tion is to be dovoted. Catholic, aa well 
all protbstant, loyaliats are invited to join. 
One of the purposes of the league will bo, 
it is declared, to secure tho enrollment of 
men accustomed to service. 

The debate on the home rule bill was 
continued in the house of coramoua to- 
night. Sir Richard Aaheton Gross, con- 
servative, was the first speaker. Ho said 
that tho bill would not sacuro good gov- 
ernment for Ireland. If it wore passed 
there would be two seta of judges in Ira- 
land, one set would administer justice in 
revenue cases, and tho other would ad- 
minister justice in criminal oases. The 
former would be protected by the im- 
perial parliament and the other would bo 
left to tho tender morcios of tho Irish 
people. Mr. Gladstone had aaid tho 
union was effected by bribery, but the 
premier himself was offering tho largo 
bribe of £50,000,000 to Ireland, and 
thia was not the first time' that ho 
had offered a bribe. Parliament, 
the speaker continued, would cease 
to be impsrial if tho Irish members 
were not retained. Ho believed that by 
a firm and judicious administration of the 
law, and by tho government showing its 
readiness to consider juat grievancea, the 
Iriah would in time see as tho Scotch had 
already aeon in thoir case tli.it it wat to 
tho interest uf Ireland to rBinain vnth 
England and maintain tho aupromacy of 
the imperial parliament. Mr. James 
Stanfield, president of the local gorern- 
mont board, said that the conservatives 
had propounded a |)olicy for governing 
Ireland "roaolutoly," and, ho continued, 
"we all know what 'ro.iolutoly' moans." 
(Cheers.) Ho believed in Irish nationality, 
and he thought that to sutLsfy tho Irish was 
the only way to effect a lasting moral union 
of England and Ireland. (Cheers.) Mr. 
John H. A. McDonald, member for Edin- 
burgh and St. Andrew's uuivirsities, pre- 
seutod a))otition granting home rule to Ire- 
land, 'i'ho petition waH tiiynod by 10f),"J89 
Picotcbmeu. It wuk i\ juileB long and 
weighed -73 pounds, aud was l;orue into 
tho house on the sbuulder.s uf .itahvitrt 
attendants. 

On motion of Mr. Shaw Lofovre (lib- 
eral), the debate was adjourned until to- 
morrow. Mr. Jno. Bright was present 
at the aession to-night. It is reported 
that ho will Hubmit a inolion which will 
bo acceptable to the govornmont postpon- 
ing the consideration of the home rule 
question. It is believed that Mr. Bright 
haa written to Mr. Gladstone that unless 
the bill ia withdrawn he will apei-ik and 
vote against it. Sir Charles Dilko in ad- 
dressing the city liberals, to-day, urged 
them to preserve unity, and prepare for 
elections. Lord Salisbury's apooch on 
Saturday has greatly assisted liberal co- 
hesion. A loyalist meeting at Bermond- 
aey to day was invaded by a party of rad- 
icals and Irishmen who stormed tlio plat- 
form, and a general fight enauod. 

It is reported that Air. (Jladstone has 
informed tho Queen that she must dis- 
solve parliament unless the majority 
against home rule be so great as to jus- 
tify . tho appointments undertaking 
the government with a chance of 
succeeding in passing Irish legislation. 
Ministerialists say that in the event uf 
the bill being carried by a small majority, 
or being defeated by a Rinnll majority, 
parliament will be dissolved, and if the 
majority against the bill reaches forty, the 
ministry •wilptesign.-.r Mr^ Chamberlain 
declinea to formulate tho conoesaiona de- 
sired by him on the ground thatiho Olad- 
stono committee already know tliom. The 
Irish house league is operating actively 
against house owners in Kerry, (Jork, and 
Waterford counties. The leagua demands 
a reduction of rents, and roaiula evictions. 
Tho members of thia league, who are con- 
nected with branches of tlie national 
league, take advantage of national league 
meetings to denounce householders.

It is stated that in tha event 
o( an Ulster rebellion the loyalist otpodi- 
tion will be ready to march on Dublin, 
leaving strong garrisons in IJlstar and an 
army of occupation ou tho Shannon. 

DuiiLiN, May 17. — A farmer named 
Quigley, of Knock Janiaque, near Tulla, 
county Clare, was shot dead last night 
while sittinp; at his firesido. Ha had ra-^ 
cently taken a boybotted. grazing' farm.

knoos. A lariat or rope, is now uaod to 
firmly bind the lirnba and body iu this 
position. A blanket is thon wrapped 
around tho body, and thia again tightly 
corded, so that thu appuaranco, whou 
ready for burial ia that of au alnioat 
round and compact body, very unlike the 
confused pall ofA' hi^,^yiohita or Caddo 
brother. The body is then taken and 
placed in a saddle upon a pony, in 
a sitting posture, a aquaw usually 
riding behind (though soiuotimea 
ouo, on either side of the horse) 
holds the body in position until the 
place of burial ia reached, when tho 
corpse ia literally tumbled into the exca- 
vation selected for tho purpose. The do- 
coasod is only accompanied by two or 
throe oquaws, or enough to perform the 
little labor liestowed upon tho burial. 
The body is taken duo west of the lodge 
or village of the bereaved, and usually one 
of the deep washes or heads of caQona, in 
which the Comanche country .ibounds, is 
selected, and the body thrown in, without 
special referunco to poaition. With this 
are deposited the bows and arrows; those, 
however, are first broken. The saddle is 
also placed in the grave, toge&hec-witli 
many of tho personal valuables of ' the de- 
parted. Tho body is thon covered over 
with sticks and earth, aud aomotimes 
stones are placed over tlio whole. Tho 
best pony owned by the deceased is brought 
to tho grave and killed, that the departed 
may appear well mounted and caparisoned 
among his fellows in tho other world. 
Formerly, if the deceased were a chief or 
man of consequenco and had largo herds 
of ponies, many were killed, aomotimes 
amounting to liOO or oOOhcad in nninbor." 
An amusing story ia told in illustration 
of tho importance attached to tho 
pony provided for the deceased in the 
happy huuting-grounds. Au old chief 
died who was very poor 'and had no 
friends or relations. Tho people thought 
that iiiiy kind of a pony would do for him, 
so an old, dilapitatod, lop eiired scraggy 
pony was killed at his grave. However, 
to their groat astonishment, he returned 
a few weeks later ou tho annio old pony, 
and he was worn out with hunger and 
fatigue. When the men of his tribe saw 
his hollow cheeks aud sunken eyes they 
Hod from him in constornatiou. Ue bag- 
god for food, and one bolder than the rest 
ofTorod him a piece of meat on the end of 
a lodge pnla. When he appeared at his 
1 own camp, tho Couiaiicluss and Wichitaa 
I lied ill dismay to a place on Rush crook. 
I "When tho troubled Bpiri", from 
tho sunsotling world was i|ue3tiniied 
why ho thus appearetl uunuig the 
inhabitants of earth, he inndo reply 
that when ha came to -the gates 
of Paradiao the keepers woiild on no 
account permit him to entor upon such au 
ill-conditioned beast ;i3 that which bore 
him, and thus in sadness he roturuod to 
haunt the homes of those whoso stingi- 
ness and greod permitted him no bettor 
equipment. Since thou no Comanche has 
been perriutled to depart with the "jun to 
his chambers without a ateod which in ap- 
pearance should do honor alike to the 
rider and hisfrionds." 'i'h-.; body is buried 
on the western side of the camp, that 
"the spirit may accuiiiplish the journey to 
tho sotting sun beyond, " It is supposed 
among the Comauchoa that Hie spirit 
starts on ita journey the fol- 
lowing night. Among tho uioiiriiiug 
observances of tho Goniancluis are many 
strange cuatoma dill'oring from tlicao of 
other tribes. Instead of the property of 
tho deceased being disposed of among, the 
relations, it is all destroyed or buried in 
tho ground. It is bolioved that when tha 
gooils arf.i burnt thoy usceud to Jleaven iu 
tho aiuoke, and will thus hi? of aotvice to 
the ownor in tho other wor'd. "Immedi- 
ately after death the relativoa begin a pe- 
culiar wailing, and tho immodiate rela- 
tives of the family lake oflT their custo- 
mary apparel aud olotho thoniselvea iu 
raga, and cut themselves across llie urina, 
breast, and other portions of the body, 
until aonietimes a fond wife or mothar 
faints from loaa of blood. This is also 
custumary omong the Dacolah Indians. 
A uiissionary at P'orl Snolling related llie 
story of a woman who luulloat a brother. 
With hev friends shu set up thu most
